WASHINGTON, 
Dec. 31—The 
non-intervention 
bloc 
organized 
for an all-out fight against Presi­ 
dent Roosevelt’s aid to Britain 
program today as its leader, Sen. 
Wheeler (D) Mont., appealed to 
the nation to work for pearcc in 
Europe “now.” 
Wheeler 
challenged 
President 
Roosevelt’s assertion that a nego­ 
tiated peace would be “nonsense” 
and warned that unless hostilities 
end soon the United States will be 
sucked into the war. 
As the Montanan made his ap­ 
peal in a radio reply to the chief 
executive’s fireside chat, adminis­ 
tration quarters intimated that 40 
more destroyers and at least as 
many long range Army and Navy 
bombers may shortly be transfer­ 
red 
to England 
as part of the 
President’s promise to help the 
embattled country turn back the 
axis powers. 
While no flat predictions were 
given on the transfer, it was said 
that the move would be in line 
with Mr. Roosevelt’s proposal to 
give Britain all aid "we can pos­ 
sibly spare.” 
The non-interventionists inten­ 
sified their opposition after Secre­ 
tary of the Treasury Morgenthau 
asserted that the lend-lease aid 
program might be applied to oth­ 
er nations, particularly China and 
Greece. Arthur B. Purvis, chief of 
the 
British purchasing 
mission, 
said after a conference with the 
President 
that Mr. 
Roosevelt’s 
speech “opened a new chapter* 
in the program. 
Marshall At Meeting 
A meeting was held between 
the non-interventionists and Verne 
Marshall, 
chairman of the 
“No 
Foreign War Committee." A few 
hours 
after the conference, 
the 
Iowa publisher asserted that an 
“honorable and just” peace pro­ 
posal w'as filed with the State De­ 
partment by Germany in October, 
1939. 
Challenging the State Depart­ 
ment to make the document pub­ 
lic, Marshall said that if a peace 
conference w'ere held now “the 
war would end in a very brief 
time.” 
Wheeler said that “each of us,” 
from the President to the most 
humble citizen “should exert his 
every effort for peace now.” 
“I firmly believe the German 
people want peace just as any 
people prefer peace to war, and 
the offer of a just, reasonable and 
generous peace will more quickly 
and 
effectively crumble 
Hitler­ 
ism and break the morale of the 
German people than all the bomb­ 
ers that could be dispatched over 
Berlin,” he said. 
Asserting that the belief that 
Hitler 
plans to attack 
Western 
Hemisphere countries is “fantas­ 
tic,” Wheeler warned that ivpeal 
of the Neutrality Act and con­ 
voy of merchant ships to England, 
coupled with the lend-lease pro­ 
gram, is a long step towards war. 
“Remember—if we lend or lease 
w'ar materials today—we will lend 
or lease American boys tomor­ 
row,” he said. 
“We heard the President prom- 
ise that there w’ould be no Ameri­ 
can expeditionary force,” he con­ 
tinued, “but W'e received no prom­ 
ises that our ships sailors, and our 
planes and pilots might not at 
some time within the near future 
be cast into the cauldron of blood 
and hate that is Europe today . . 
Reasoning Weak 
“Though 
today w'e stand 
as 
close to the brink of wfar as we 
stood in January 1917, some peo­ 
ple oppose 
a 
European pence. 
War mongers, sordid romanticists, 
reckless adventurers and 
some 
whose sympathies and sentiments 
are stronger than their reasoning 
powders would plunge this nation 
into war.” 
Wheeler emphasized that he lias 
“deep and genuine” sympathy for 
the 
British, but 
said that 
the 
United States must first look to 
her own defense requirements be­ 
fore running the risk of depleting 
her war materials through aid to 
England and other belligerents. 
To follow the “logic of Mr. Roo­ 
sevelt,” 
Wheeler said, “then we 
ought immediately to break off 
diplomatic relations with Russ*a, 
Italy, Germany, Japan, and other 
nations whose domestic and for­ 
eign policies we abhor.”

WOOSTER, O., Dec. 31—Four 
eclipses are listed for 1941, tw’o 
solar and tw’o lunar. 
Dr. B. F. 
Yanney, 
emeritus 
professor of 
mathematics at Wooster College 
and a recognized authority on 
astronomy, revealed today. 
One of the solar eclipses, he 
said, will be total, and one an­ 
nular, w’hile both lunar eclipses 
will be partial. 
March 13 and 
September 5 are dates given for 
the lunar eclipses. Their approx­ 
imate magnitudes will be one- 
third and one-twentieth, respec­ 
tively, of the moon’s apparent di­ 
ameter. 
The first lunar eclipse, Dr. Yan­ 
ney said, will be visible during a 
slightly more than two-hour pe­ 
riod,' over most of North Amer­ 
ica, the western part of South 
America, the Pacific Ocean, Aus­ 
tralia, eastern Asia and the east­ 
ern portion of the Indian Ocean. 
The first solar annular eclipse 
will occur March 27. The second 
solar eclipse, said Dr. Yanney, 
will be total, occurring Septem­ 
ber 21. In this case, the Wooster 
astrologist said, Asia will be the 
favored continent. 
The duration 
of the total phase of the eclipse, 
he said, will be a little more than 


three hours. 
However, the path 
of totality will be less than three 
minutes and twenty-two seconds.

LONDON, Dec. 31 — A sserting I 
danger of a food shortage in E n g ­ 
land is now g re a te r th an a t any 
time, during the last w ar. 
Lord 
W oolton, m inister of food, today 
urged the B ritish public to reduce 
consum ption of bread, m eat, and 
canned goods. 
M aking his plea in a nationw ide 
radio broadcast, 
Lord W oolton, 
disclosed th a t G erm an subm arines 
and bom bing 
planes 
had 
sunk 
"quite a num ber" of food-laden 
ships en route to the B ritish Isles. 
"The dangers," he w arned, "are ; 
m uch w orse th an in the la st w ar.” i 
U rging the public to go easy on 
canned foods, Lord W oolton declar­ 
ed: 
"R egard them as an iron ration ;

Lord W oolton asked the populace 
to reduce bread consum ption and 
to e a t m ore hom e-grow n potatoes 
and m ore porridge instead of im ­ 
ported cereals.

INITIATION FEE RACKET 
W 
ASHINGTON—T h at carpenter’s wife 
started something when she told Mrs. 
Roosevelt that her husband had been 
unable to get a defense job because of 
exorbitant union demands for an initiation 
fee. Since then Defense chiefs have been 
deluged with hundreds of similar com­ 
plaints from all over the country. 
Most of the protests come from mem­ 
bers of AFL building trades union who are 
being fleeced by their own fellow union 
men. 
Many of the situations are astound­ 
ing. 
Here are several: 
I. A carpenters’ local established at 
Camp Devens, Mass., is demanding $75 
initiation fees from carpenters in nearby 
towns who have been in good union stand­ 
ing for years. The local will disappear in 
a few months as soon as the camp is com­ 
pleted. 
Meanwhile it is collecting thous­ 
ands of dollars from union men for the 
right to work on a government project. 
2. The AFL has a closed shop contract 
on the construction of a large powder plant 
near St. Louis. 
Using this as a club it is 
requiring $150 initiation fees from all skill­ 
ed 
workers 
and 
$50 
from 
unskilled 
laborers. 
It is estimated that 5,000 work­ 
men will be needed to rush the plant to 
completion. At an average of $100 apiece, I 
the initiation “take” will amount to around 
$500,000.

REOPENING HOME TRADE 
G 
OOD sense has begun to assert itself in 
the m atter of interstate commerce. 
A year ago erection by many states of le­ 
gal barriers against each other’s products 
and 
vehicles 
had 
reached 
alarming 
heights. 
During 1940 the voices raised in 
warning against that development were 
heeded and a fine start made toward end­ 
ing the evil. 
A decision of the United States Supreme 
Court recently not only invalidated a 
North Carolina statute of the sort, but ex­ 
plained clearly the dangers to interstate 
commerce of discriminatory law’s and reg­ 
ulations. 
The Council of State Govern­ 
ments has been active in the same w'ork 
and was quick to see the relation between 
freely-moving interstate commerce 
and 
the national defense. Groups of states got 
together in regional agreements. 
As a m atter of fact, unity and coopera­ 
tion are as essential in their way to the 
preservation of democracy as strong mili­ 
tary defenses. They are weakened by com­ 
mercial w arfare among the states. 
With 
foreign markets lost or shrinking, the do­ 
mestic 
m arket 
should 
be 
developed 
more effectively than ever before. 
That 
can’t be done if every state puts agents at 


DEFENSE LABOR PROBLEM 
Defense chiefs would like to blow the 
roof off this situation, but fear a tie-up of 
cantonment construction, which already, is 
weeks behind schedule. 
The AFL build-1 
ing unions are among the most powerful in 
the country and have a virtual monopoly. 
Meanwhile frantic pleas to the na-1 
tional officers of the unions have got 
nowhere. 
John Coyne, head of the AFL Building 
Trades Department, has been sympathetic, 
but has declared that he could do nothing, 
since the fixing of fees w’as entirely a m at­ 
ter of local jurisdiction. 
George Master- 
son, president of the plumbers, has declar­ 
ed himself similarly helpless. 
Meanwhile, aside from the preying on 
workers, the initiation fee shakedown is i 
slowing up construction by keeping men 
from jobs and by causing a tremendous! 
labor turnover. 
In scores of places men 
work only long enough to get a stake and 
then quit. 
Also, the situation is causing hot inter­ 
state competition for labor. 
An illustra­ 
tion was a recent quarter-page ad by ai 
contractor in an Atlanta, Ga., newspaper 
seeking IOO union plumbers for work at 
Camp Peay, Tullahoma, Tenn., at $150 a 
w’eek. 
Another consequence 
is 
the 
“slow' 
down” on the job. 
Reports have come to 
Washington of crude signs being posted 
reading, “ Work fast and you’ll work your­ 
self out of a job,” and , “Slow’ up or we’ll 
slow' you up downtown.” 
The net result of all this have been 
two-fold: 
(I) A complete derangement 
of construction schedules with consequent

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DIET AND HEALTH 


Bottled Sunshine 
By LOGAN CLENDENING, M. D. 


• There are plenty of exam­ 
ples among all of our friends, of 
people who illustrate the old say­ 
ing of the fellow who began to 
think about health only when he 
didn’t have it. The same is true of 
sunlight, as we pointed out yes­ 
terday, when we talked about the 
necessity of sunlight for health, 
whether we get it the natural or 
the artificial way. It is just dur­ 
ing these dark days when the sun

is beginning to come back to us, 
that we should try to get as much 
as we can of it, to stave off the 
hormone deficiencies that make 
their appearance in the spring. 
I don’t like to confine my defi­ 
nition of these deficiencies to 
rickets, although rickets is the one 
spring disease that we can name 
and define clearly. There must bs 
a lot more that affect adults and 
children, too, although they have 
not been studied as thoroughly as 
rickets. Rickets is a condition of 
infants and children up to five 
years of ago. In a fully developed 
case there is lack of bone forma­ 
tion, and such cases are easy to 
spot on sight, but there are all 
sorts of minor degrees of the con­ 
dition. 
A Condition of Spring 
It is a condition of spring as I 
say, due to lack of winter sun­ 
shine, and it is a disease of tem­ 
perate climates. It doesn’t occur 
very often in the Tropics because 
they have plenty of sun, and it 
doesn’t occur in the Arctic regions 
because they eat plenty of fish. 
In the last statement there is a 
hint that we can get sunshine (or 
the substance that sunshine cre­ 
ates in the body—Vitamin D) in 
the diet. So one thing to do if all 
the days right now are dark, is to 
eat sea food. Vitamin D, which is 
often absent from other natural 
foodstuffs, is always present in 
the sea foods, according to the 
Bureau of Fisheries. And that is 
not all—sea foods are chuckful of 
the elements the body needs—con­ 
centrated and liberal quantities of 
calcium, phosphorus, sulphur, cop­ 


per, iron and iodine. Iodine should 
be emphasized—there is no better 
way of absorbing this necessary 
element. Fish is the ideal form for 
taking iodine. And sea food is also 
comparatively light and diges­ 
tible. 
There are scores of prepara­ 
tions now that contain Vitamin D. 
They differ considerably in Vita­ 
min D content and in cost, and it 
may be well to remember, if in 
doubt, that the experience of clin­ 
icians as to what constitutes ade­ 
quate dosage is far greater with 
cod liver oil than anything else— 
which is a daily dosage of three 
teaspoonfuls. Average cod liver 
oil on the market contains about 
IOO United .States Pharmacopoeia 
units a gram, making three tea­ 
spoonsful 
contain 
1200 
units. 
(This is adequate and perhaps a 
little more than adequate dosage, 
but not in the stage of threatened 
or active rickets.) 
Use Other Concentrate* 
If it becomes troublesome to 
make the child take 3 teaspoonsful 
a day, use one of the concentrates 
—viosterol, or the fish oil perco- 
morph, or halibut liver oil. Prop­ 
erly irradiated Vitamin D milk is 
adequate, requiring on the aver­ 
age at least a quart a day. 
It is far more important to give 
adequate amounts at this time of 
year (from October to April) than 
in the days when sunshine ic abun­ 
dant. Other foods containing cal­ 
cium and phosphorus for bone 
building should be used. Bread is 
a good source of calcium. But 
don’t be afraid to take the young­ 
ster out in the sunlight whenever 
possible. 
QUESTIONS AND ANSWERS 
L. S. A.:—“Are sun baths and 
alcohol rubs injurious to one suf­ 
fering from high blood pressure?" 
Answer—In my experience they 
are, if anything, beneficial in this 
condition.

W illiam 
Hew.ti. the Scioto H erm it. Hew­ 
itt lived in a eave l l m iles south 
of Chillicothe. The cave, m ade of 
successive layers of stone w ith a 
! shelving rock serving for a back 
and a roof. is still there w ith a 
m onum ent 
above which 
reads: 
"W illiam 
H ew itt, 
the 
H erm it, 
occupied this cave 14 years while 
all w as w ilderness around him. 
He died 1834, aged 70 years." 
H ew itt was a V irginian, accord­ 
ing to history, who m arried into 
a respectable fam ily. Infidelity of 
Ins wife caused him to kill her 


param our and f.e< into the woods, 
w here he rem ain s for the re st of 
his life, his rifle furnishing him 
w ith food and clothing. Occasion­ 
ally he w ent into Chillicothe to ex­ 
change skins and gam e for am m u­ 
nition, 
but th a t 
was not 
often. 
Howe s ‘‘H istory of Ohio” says he 
"slept on a bed of finest deer­ 
skin. 
ate 
choice 
venison, 
and 
laughed a t the cares of a stru g ­ 
gling. feverish world.” M aybe if s 
the rest of us th a t are crazy. 
He died of pneum onia and w as 
buried in an old graveyard at W a­ 
verly. Shortly after, his skeleton 
was resurrected and m ounted by a 
Dr. W illiam B lackstone and la te r

B lackstone’* nephew, Dr. Thom as 
B lackstone, of Circleville.
